Paris. Nov. 1.—Commissions insti¬ 
tuted by the Senate and Chamber of 
Deputies for the purpose of looking 
into war contracts between the Stale 
and private firms have concluded 
their Investigations and deposited 
their findings. One of the first du¬ 
ties of the new chamber when It con¬ 
venes will be to take legislative mea- , 
ures necessary to obtain from firms 
sums amounting to' r>(^,000,090 franca 
which the commissions say would 
leave firms “a normal profit" on their 
war contracts. 

The Senate report estimates that 
one firm alone would be called upon 
to return to the state over 8,600.00<l 
francs.

talling well Into tens of millions of 
francs.

Paris, Nov. 1,—The Supreme Council of the Peace Conference 
held both morning and afternoon sessions to-day in an effort to 
dispose of two questions affecting Germany. The first was the re¬ 
ply to her regaiiling refusal to take part in the blockade of soviet 
Russia. The second was the protocol which Germany will be asked 
to sign up on the formal ratification of the Versailles Peace Treaty, 
guaranteeing that she ivill fulfill the armistice terms.

— Formal 
nogotlatloina for an oarly final vote 
on ratification of the German peaoe 
treaty were launched yeaterday In 
the Senate. 

l*ropoMl that a final roll call be 
taken Wedneaday, November 12. wee 
i made by Chairman Lodge, of the 
I Foreign Relatione Committee, while 
I Henator Hitchcock, of Nebraaka. Ad> 
mlnletratlon leader. preaented a 
' cnunter-propoMl to limit to fifteen 
mlnutea each Renator'a speech In the ^ 
debate on all queatlona, beginning 
next week, but without propoetng a 
definite date for the ratification 
.vote. 

Both propoeala ^went over without 
dlacuaslon until Monday, the Senate 
adjourning until Monday without 
reaching a vote on any of the pend> 
tng amendments. 

Limitation of tha debate, the Ad¬ 
ministration forces feel, would secure 
a final vote early In November.* 

The propoaala for ending the long- 
drawn-out contest on the treaty 
came at the cjoae of another day of 
routine debate on the motion of i^n- 
ator La Follette. to strike out the 
labor section of the treaty. 

Senator Lodge’s proposal for an 
unanimous consent ugreement for a 
vote on November IS provides that 
the Senate proceed at 6 o'clock on 
that date to vote on all pending 
queatlona and the resolution of rati¬ 
fication without further debate.

It would be well to recall the 
I things that Italy has achieved In the 
great war. 

When the war broke out Italy was 
a member of the Triple Alliance, with 
Germany and Auetrla ee partners. 
The line of logic and of least reelsC- 
ence—In those days and for many 
months theresfter one could easily 
have said, the line of worldly wisdom 
—would have been to oast in her lot 
With the Teutonic powers. But Italy 
instantly notified Krsnee that she 
would maintain neutrality. The notice 
permitted Prance to withdraw her 
troops from the Italian frontier— 
, where they must inevitably ibv'e 
> stayed If there had beert any uncer¬ 
tainty as to Italy's coufse—and to 
use them In the fateful battle of the 
Marne. It is hardly too much to say 
that Italy saved Prance In those first 
black days. Incidentally It was the 
word ocmmunicated to (he British 
Government by the Italian Ambas- 
I sador which led Winston Churchill 
I to hold togethsr the British fleet— 
about to be dispersed after the great 
review at Portsmouth—until Eng- 
landfactually declared war, to the in¬ 
tense discomfiture of Germany. 

Italy entered the war after nine 
months of neutrality. Just at the mo¬ 
ment when the great German offen¬ 
sive against ths Russians in Galacia 
was sweeping all before It Allied 
•lock was not high in thoae daya and 
again worldly wIsdMn would have 
seem^ to dictate to Italy another 
course. 

For two years and a half Italy 
did well against the enemy, althmigh 
she entered the war In a state of un- 
preparedness comparable only to that 
of the United States when our time 
came. But Italy's grsat moment came 
In her blackest hour. 

Caporetto was a tragic moment for 
Italy. But It became a prelude for 
an achievement of smaslng valor. It 
further brought thw Italian people to 
themselves. That stand upon the 
Plave was the beginning of the utter 
defeat of Austria. It was the begin¬ 
ning and the end of the defeat of 
the internal enemieS' of Italy herself. 

Half pL year later the Italian army 
met another Austrian offensive (On 
the Plava and turned U Into an Aua- 
trlao defeat.

ments of eggs is bad packing and the 
greatest care should be taken to see 
that the packing of all Canadian ex¬ 
port eggs should be brought up to 
the highest posible standard so that 
they can arrive in an unbroken con¬ 
dition on the market. 

Beef:—The exportatidn of frosen 
beef from Canada fluctuated consid¬ 
erably in the years preceedlng the 
war and In 1614 dropped down as low 
as 8 cwts. but in 1917 It came up to 
284,610 cwts.« The approximate Im¬ 
portation of frosen beef Into' the 
United Kingdom runs about 6 million 
cwta. therefore, it will readily- be 
seen that Canada can multiply her 
exportation of frosen beef byr 20 
times before she can fill the Import 
requirements of Great Britain alone, 
to eay nothing of her poeelbllltlea of 
other markets in Europe. 

Care should be taken ae to ths Im- 
proverosnt in the quality, else, and 
weight of the cattle In Canada and ar¬ 
rangements for the steady and regu¬ 
lar refrigerated shipping would im¬ 
prove the situation.

From a Times Special Correspond* 
ent in London. 


I On being Interviewed at the Can¬ 
adian Mlseion in London. Mr. Henry 
B. Thomson, late Food Controller for 
Canada, gave the following interest¬ 
ing particulars. 

Canadian Bacon:—The year prior 
to the war Canada export^ to Eng¬ 
land—1918—£880,000 worth of bacon. 
This was Increaaed from year to year 
during the great struggle until in 
1918 the exports of bacon from Can¬ 
ada to Great Britain amounted to ap¬ 
proximately £ 16,000,000 but the total 
iniports into Great Britain during 
that year were over £90,000,000. 

On toterviewing the largest Im¬ 
porters Into this country the concen¬ 
sus of opinion-was that the outlook 
for Canadian bacon was most encour¬ 
aging and the only thing that was 
required was for the people of Canada 
to incraaee their production and their 
exports to Great Britain. 

CaoadluD bacon at the present time 
is highly esteemed on this market and 
owing to the fact that countries who 
fbrro'erly exported to Great Britain 
will talm some considtrable time to 
rehabilitate their production and in 
any event If Canadians seise the op¬ 
portunity there will not be much fear 
of any keen competition for a long 
time to come, providing Canada can 
ship in sufficient quantltlea 

The Ministry of Food offlclallyj 
state that CansLdlen mild c*red bacon* 
has been a much better product than 
any received from elsewhere. 

Eggs:—There Is virtually an un- 
limitad amrket for Canadian egga. 
In the year 1913 Great Britain im¬ 
ported over 21*^ million (great hun¬ 
dreds) of eggs. Of this amount Can¬ 
ada suppllsd about S;D00 (great hun¬ 
dreds). in the yeer 1918 owing to the 
failing off of European shipments 
principally Rusaia, the imports of 
eggs into Great BrtUUn dropped to 
about 2Mi million (great hundreds), 
of which Amount Canada contributed 
890,000 (great hundreds). 

Now that the shipping facilities are 
improving the importation of egge 
Into Great Britain would in all prob¬ 
ability get back to the standard of 
1918, so that Canada virtually has 
this enormous maricet before U and 
the Canadian bens. If they seise

The hero showed himself above the 
ordlnar>’. yet Is he below the ordinary 
in gaining bread. His outstanding, 
merit hae no place In business. Tet. 
apart from the Ingratitude Involved, 
this prejudice is sa grievously unjust

And yet how otherwise must we 
read the continual cases of V.C.'s and 
othbrs. with honors thick upon them, 
walking wearily thO streets seeking 
employment and finding none. Those 
who have saved others (iannot save 
themselves from semi-starvation, 
tiuch mournful facts. Indeed, have 
gained the protests as well as the aid 
of high quarters: but still they exist 
in numbers greater than Is commonly 
, imagined.

1 can Imagine ita rapt eyes fixed 
upon Dominie V.C. as ho recounts 
some episode of the great war. Even 
his common sayings would be treas¬ 
ured in boyish memories as if they 
were immortal. The superman would 
bring, also, the older generation to 
the level of youth’s demands. They 
would be Olympians, Indeed—not 
mere tyrants in the guise of men. 
And sch^lmssters. in the person of 
their new confrere, would possess un¬ 
expected glamour, s halo of glory. 

A New Idolatry. 

Even If he ware Judged a beast by 
his young critics for some act of dis¬ 
cipline, the soldier teacher would al¬ 
ways be "a glorious beast” by virtue 
of his heroism.

An Interesting discovery has been 
made in Ht Alban's church. Wor- 
cestar, England, which already has 
the dlstlncUofi of contolntog an old 
wooden pulpit from which the martyr 
j^oUmer preached when be was 
Bishop of Woreester. 

In ths work of restoration the re¬ 
moval of plaster bos revealed stone 
work which archaeologists believe to 
be the remains of ths original church, 
built 1.250 years ago by St. Egwln. 
who was Bishop of Worcsster from 
•OS to 717. when he formed the par¬ 
ish. 

Thess dlsooverles entitle the church 
to rank os one of the earliest monu- 
msnts of English Christianity. A 
maoalve Norman font and the ruin¬ 
ed piers of arches hod remained wit¬ 
ness of ths great age of the building, 
and historical records proved that os 
long ago os 1002 St. Wulstan, than 
Bishop, had to call in the antiquari¬ 
ans of bis time to consider the claim 
' of the church to be the oldest in the 
city. • 

The present discoveries carry back 
the ori^n of the church to four cen¬ 
turies before his time. They consist 
of Bianting jambs over k blocked-up 
window, headed by a lintel of a single 
stone instead of on arch, a very nar¬ 
row priest's door headed in the some 
I manner, and several layers of early 
' tilework (commonly called Roman 
bricks) over a doorway.

Originally Organized St. 
John Ambulance 


Sir John T\irley. C.Hw C.B.. one of 
the founder! of the Biitlab Red Cross 
Soclsty, and ohe of ths original or* 
ganUers of the St. John Ambulance 
Asaociatlon. died recentjy at Oxford, 
aged 83. 

In 1888 ha became aasoclatM with 
the late Sir Edmund l.<achmere and 
other members of ths Ordsr' of 8t. 
John of Jerusalem In a provisional 
committee for the estahtlshment of a 
national Red Cross Society for the 
relief of tha Alck and wounded in war, 
similar to the sot'letles which had al¬ 
ready been formed in other enuntrlea. 
Mr. Kurley and C'apt. Hiirgeaa. as rsp- 
resentatlves of this committee went 
ns delegates fn»m the order to the 
first Intcrnatioilal Conference at Ber¬ 
lin. where he declared hla confidence 
that, although Orest Britain had not 
then formed a society, she would 'do 
so at once In the event of war. 

Internatisnal Csmmittse, 

His prediction was spsedlly ful¬ 
filled. for on th^ outbreak of war, two 
years later, between France and Qsr- 
many, he called upon Colonel Lloyd- 
Lindsay.

*11110 discussion took place on a 
motion to adopt the stin^ted basis 
of settlement with the Victoria Li¬ 
brary Commissioners for library fa- 
rlUties of the institution to be re- 
stdred to Saanich residents, at the 
Baanioh Council last evenint. 

*1 am perfectly prepared,*' said 
Councillor Watson, **to vote for an 
arranvement, provided that travelling 
libraries are Instituted for the out- 
tying districts of Saanich." 

T never expected to have to take 
part la such a scrap,** said Mr. Wat¬ 
son, "over the use of the library, when 
I helped to cot the letters *Vietorla 
PubUo library* years ago on the 
buOdlng downtown.*' 

The propoeal adopted provides fer 
a alldlag scale with a minimum of 
tBOO, and a maximum of $800, based 
on the number of Saanich readers, 
and the conditions of service. 'The 
foDowUig offer will be made, provided 
that tho library CommUsionem will • 
give to Saanich residents all the priv- 
Ueges enjoyed by Victoria residents: 

L Saanich will make a grant of $800 
to pay for the year 191$ and January. 
1990. 

1 Ifext year Saanich will grant a 
sum b assd on ths actual coat of ser- 
vlso hi 1919, paying this per capita 
for tbs number of subscribers taking 
tleksts in 1920. the minimum revenue 
to the library being guaranteed at 

$ioa. 

I. Saanich .to issue the membership 
cards used by Saanich realdenta. and 
such cards not to be required of 
Saanich residents who are city tax¬ 
payers. 

A The agreement to run from year 
to year and to be cancellable at the 
end of any year on either party giving 
one month's notioa

Municipal Elections Act and 
Municipal Act Do Not 
Coincide 


Hi* unxxtUfkctory sUte of the 
Voters* liet wu brought to the et- 
teBtlon of the Sesiilch Jlpuncii last 
evenUig by Clerk Cowper. 

He submitted some suggestions 
that the aot should be amended at 
the next se'selon, which were ord¬ 
ered by the Council to be forwarded 
to the Executive CounofL The sug¬ 
gestions follow: 

"In the new act It Is Intended that 
no alterations shall be made in the 
asaeesment roll from the time it is 
prepared until the following .sssess- 
ment roll supersedea It This 
amendment came fhto force on July 
1, and as a consequence any person 
who has acquired property In the 
municipality since that date wilt not 
be the assessed owner of such prop¬ 
erty, even although they have act¬ 
ually made a declaration of owner¬ 
ship. The Voters' List is really a 
list of the assessed owners of land 
with (the addition of householders 
and Ueenseholders who. have made 
declarations. Therefore, owners who 
have acquired property or made de- j 
claratlons after July 1 of this year 
will not be on tlie Voters’ List fur 
the year 192a, and as their number 
Is very considerabie a great amount 
of diseatlefactlon will be created. 

**I might point out that as the act 
stands at present a person who 
acquires property and actually re¬ 
gisters it In the Land gleglstry Office 
OB Deoember I of the year 1919 will 
not be ^ha assessed owner of that 
property dafU the year 1921, and will 
not therefore be Included in the 
Voters* Ust until 1922.**

Referring to high prices, be said 
the only remedy was to Incseaae 
production abd reduce their paper 
currency. Work and work alone and 
Mfe finance could save them. A 
royal commission was being ap¬ 
pointed to report on •profIteeriBg 
and the electors were asked to give 
by referendum Increased powers to | 
enable profiteering and monopollea 
to be dealt with by leglsUtion. Thes^ 
powers, If granted, would not be 
used to scrap state Industrial lagts- 
altlon or tha courts, but only to sup¬ 
plement them when necessary. The 
world was everywhere In a ferment. 
Bolehevlem muet be queehed. Bol¬ 
shevism wee advocated by the L W. 
Wi and the O. B. U, but the Gov¬ 
ernment stood agalnat It. Industrial 
unraat could not be settled by tink¬ 
ering with surface Industrial prob¬ 
lems. They must be prepared to do 
justice to the workers, nothing less 
would serve. They muet devise bet¬ 
ter methods for Insuring payment of 
a basic living wage than now exist¬ 
ed and means must be found to ad¬ 
just the minimum wage automati¬ 
cally, or nMrly so, to the cost of 
living.

tlona our housing propoMls are flatly 
rejected: no provision for widows and 
orphans Is to be made until Parlia¬ 
ment meets next spring—except such 
charity doles as may be provided by 
the patriotic fund; unemployment and 
life Insurance are to be further Inves¬ 
tigated notwithstanding the fact that 
the G. W. V. A. advisory committee 
to the repatriation committee of the, 
Cabinet had recommended that this 
be done last January. I 

“Aa a matter of fact," said Mr. 
Maxwell, “insurance was investigated 
by Government experts, whose find¬ 
ings were not made available to the 
advisory committee. The grave dis¬ 
tress which is anticipated this win¬ 
ter and which has been brought to 
our notice throu^ the iSO branches 
of the O. W. V. A. cannot be rem¬ 
edied by pallatlve charity disburse- 
uienta.

Mr. Maxwell stated that the hous¬ 
ing situation among returned men 
throughout Canada was llttleshoet of 
appalling. “Unsatisfactory housing 
eonditlona are responsible for a great 
deal of the unrest now existing. As 
a representative of the O. W. V. A. 
1 view with great anxiety the situa¬ 
tion which may arise during the com¬ 
ing winter owing to the Government's 
failure to realise the gravity of the 
problem," was Mr. Maxwell's sum¬ 
mary of the report. 

“When our men went overseas they 
carried islth them the promise that 
the needs of their loved ones and of 
themselves would be adequately pro¬ 
vided for. Has this been done? In 
view of the evidence submitted by the 
Q. W. V. A. before the parliamentary 
liTtiulry and the recommendations 
made by the committee, I reluctantly 
conclude that the faith Imposed In 
the Gbvemment of this country has 
not been kept."
